A total of 2 84 inches of rain was 
measured during last m onth by Dr 
Henry Stewart, official local weather 
observer. 
Approximately one inch 
of that total fell during the last 
two days of the m onth.

est amount during any 24-hour pe­ 
riod last m onth occurred on Sep­ 
tember 5 
when

inches 
was 
measured. 
Hottest Day of Year 
Although tem peratures rase above 
90 degrees on only two days last 
month the year’s heat record was 
set when the mercury’ shot up to 
IOO degrees en Septem ber 8. On the J 
following day the high was 92 de­ 
grees. September w eather was gen­ 
erally warmer than norm al. Doc­ 
tor Stewart’s figures show. 
On the 
average each day was 3.1 degrees 
above normal for the m onth.

average daily maximum was 80.3 de­ 
grees and the 
average 
minimum 
was 57,1 degrees 
Tile lowest read­ 
ing for the m onth was taken on the 
morning of September 19 at 44 de­ 
grees. 
The greatest change In tem pera­ 
ture occurred on Septem ber 8. the 
hottest 
day, 
when 
the 
mercury 
moved through 37 degrees. 
Measurable am ounts of rain fell 
on only seven 
days 
last 
month. 
Sixteen were listed as clear, six as 
partly cloudy and eight as cloudy. 
Thunderstorm s were noted on the 
last tw'o days of the month. 
.Showers Continue 
Sunday’s 
showers 
started 
the 
month of October in the direction 
of a more nearly norm al m onth as 
far as rainfall is concerned. 
On 
Sunday 58 of an inch of rain was 
measured and today's showers by 
noon had added approxim ately an­ 
other half-inch to the October total. 
Streams were rising today under 
the interm ittent showers, but the 
state highway office here reported 
no main highways blocked by flood 
waters. 
Sunday night was the .second cool­ 
est recorded this fall. A low reading 
of 45 degrees was reached. By noon 
the tem perature had climbed only 
a few degrees above the 50-degree 
mark 


est.

Ours 
is not a stock-selling scheme, nor Is 
it a financial venture to derive profit 
for any individual or group. For this 
reason we are compelled to enroll 
members at a fee to equal the ad­ 
mission to the three concerts. There 
is no other expense. 
“However, if more than three hun­ 
dred adult members enroll, and we 
are confident th at fre will attract at 
least th at many, it will enable our 
artist-selection committee to secure 
artists of international repute and

Cardinal Mundelein, 67, archbishop 
of Chicago, died suddenly today. 
He was found dead in his bed at 
his residence in Mundelein, Illinois,

Hayes had gone to the cardinal’s 
room to call him when the prelate 
did not appear for his customary 
morning devotions 
The cardinal, who won wide notice 
for building the Chicago diocese Into 
one of the largest and wealthiest in

“perfect health” as late as Sunday. 
The diocesan office said he had 
worked at his duties Saturday and 
said mass Sunday, as was his cus­ 
tom, at the seminary In Mundelein. 
One of the best known of tile 
Catholic clergy in the United States, 
Cardinal Mundelein was mentioned 
as a papal candidate on the death 
of Pope Pius XI this year. 
The cardinal attracted world wide 
attention In 1937 when he referred 
to Adolf Hitler, in a public addrest,

HERE IN YE AR 


The upward trend in tra\rel figures 
at the Gettysburg National park 
since 1933 was broken during the last 
12 months, according to official fig­ 
ures telegraphed to the National 
park director at W ashington on Sat­ 
urday evening. 
An estimated 608,125 persons vis­ 
ited the National Park here from 
October I, 1938 to September 30.1939. 
Last year’s total was 1,554,234, but 
Included the throng that came here 
for the 75th anniversary celebration. 
The estimates made by the park 
officials here are based upon actual 
counts of visitors made at various 
points on the field throughout ex­ 
tended periods during the year and 
upon an accurate count made of 
the guided tourists who travel over 
the battlefield. 
The park officials estimate that 
the visitors during the last year 
traveled In 147.067 motor vehicles. 
Last year an estim ated 391.978 ve­ 
hicles brought the million and a half 
visitors.
